Investigating Body 
Hears 
Court's 


Instructions and Begins Inquiry 


Into 
Clevenger Case. 


FIRST 
W ITN ESSES 
HEARD 


Judge Megee Urges Investigation of 


All Alleged Law Violations in 


City and County. 


Judge Megee instructed the grand 
jury this morning and the investiga­ 
ting body immediately took up the 
Clevenger ease. 
In his 
instructions 
Judge Megee referred to the Cleven­ 
ger (-use only in an indirect way. He 
told the grand jury that their first 
duty would he to investigate alleged 
crimes of persons held under bond 
or those held in jail. 
He stated that 
the law urged a speedy trial of those 
held in jail and asked the grand ju r y 
to investigate these matters first. 


From these remarks it was taken 
that he referred to John Lee, color­ 
ed, held to the grand jury 
without 
bond for the murder of Joseph Clev­ 
enger. 
Shortly after the grand jury 
retired a request was filed with the 
court asking for a special stenog­ 
rapher. 
The court granted the re­ 
quest and appointed Miss Iola Gra­ 
ham. 
Miss Graham took the neces­ 
sary oath and the work of investi­ 
gating fhc .alleged murder of Joseph 
Clevengee was started. 


Judge Megee appointed John Co- 
hoe foreman of the jury. Cohee took 
the place of James IT. Alletder 
of 
Posey township, who was excused by 
Judge Megee because of liis advanc­ 
ed age. 
Mr. Allender is past seven­ 
ty years old and asked to be excused. 
The grand jury is composed of the 
following men: 
John F. Harrison. 
Anderson township; 
Roscoe 
Tits- 
worth, Noble township; Alden John­ 
son, Rushville township; 
Frank G. 
Reeves, Union township; 
John Co­ 
hee, Rushville township and William 
A. Hardy, of Orange township. 


Mrs. Clevenger, widow of Joseph 
Clevenger, and children and Luther 
Butts, who made his homey with the 
Clevengers, were all present in the 
court room when Judge Megee in­ 
structed the grand jury. 
They were 
the first witnesses. 
It was expected 
that the grand jury 
would 
require 
most of the day to hear all the evi­ 
dence. 
There was much speculation 
as to what the grand jury would do 
with the case. 
Judge Megee in his 
instructions urged the grand 
jury 
Tiot to return any indictments unless 
the grand jury believed a conviction 
was possible. 
Some held that 
the 
grand jury would 
exhonorate 
Lee 
while others believed that 
a 
man­ 
slaughter charge would result. 


Judge Megee urged the grand jury 
to investigate all alleged law viola­ 
tions in this city and county. 
The 
grand jury was told that it required 
a vote of five of their number to re­ 
turn a true bill. 


Coroner Barnett has not returned 
a verdict in the Clevenger case yet 
because th<y stenographer 
has 
not 
had time to complete a copy of the 
evidence.

10.— The B r i ­ 
tish Pacific fleet is reported to have 
completed its victory over the Ger­ 
man fleet by overtaking and sinking 
the cruisers Nunberg and Dresden. 
The report was received today in a 
wireless form Fort Stanley.

tempts to get further details of the 
engagement Tuesday morning 
have 
failed. 
According to obtainable in­ 
formation, six British cruisers were 
engaged with the Germans. The bat­

schools taught at Carthage 
before

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 10.— Indi­ 
ana’s voting machine law was up­ 
held as to its constitutionality in a 
decision handed down today by the 
Indiana supreme court. 
The decis­ 
ion came in the case of Henry R. 
Stiekerman vs. Joseph A. Goddard, 
appealed from the Delaware circuit 
court, in which the “ wets” attacked 
the recent Muncie local option elec­ 
tion result. 
Muncie voted “ dry” by 
a majority of 402 March 9 of this 
year. 
The decision of the Delaware 
circuit court sustaining the election 
was upheld today. 


This decision as it pertains to vo­ 
ting 
machines 
is 
important 
for 
groups of citizens in various cities 
have opposed the voting machines on 
the ground that they can he fixed. 


The 
decision 
is 
based 
on 
the 
ground that the farmers of the con­ 
stitution could not have foreseen tlie 
invention of the votingmachine when 
they used the word ballot and their 
intention w a s to insure 
secrecy 
in 
voting for offices ad measures. 
Se­ 
crecy is insured through the voting 
machine. “ There is nothing sacred 
about a stripe of paper with names 
or questions printed on them,” the 
court stated. 
The court held that ignorance or 
carelessness concerning the machine 
could not be blamed to the the ma­ 
chine.

I am making the 
investigation in behalf of some New 
York men who arc fam iliar with what 
lias been done in Norw’ay.

sent tinui,ul»out 2,000,000 horsepower 
of energy is used for this purpose.

Interstate Commerce’s commissoin’s 
annual report, issued today, gave him 
almost a clean bill of health. 
Where 
he used to bear the blame, a new vic­ 
tim has been raised—the 
flagman, 
iimorant of the company’s rules. 
The Commission pointed out 
that 
there has been a 
considerable 
de­ 
crease in the number of collisions due 
to the failure of the engineman to 
obey the indications of the block sig­ 
nal. At the same time it held that it 
is unreasonable to expect 
freedom 
from wrecks when railroads employ 
flagmen of little experience without 
any examination as to their know­ 
ledge of rules. 
Strong recommendation was made 
for universal use of 
a 
system 
of 
automatic train control in conjunc­ 
tion with other safety devices. 
During the year the Commission 
investigated 63 train wrecks 
which 
caused death to 169 persons and in­ 
juries to 2,134. 
Improper 
flagging 
was given as the prime 
cause 
of 
wrecks. 
Inherent weakness of the 
train order system was responsible

No branch of the work of this de­ 
partm ent more vitally 
affects 
the 
public interest than the enforcement 
of the anti-trust act, since the pres­ 
ervation of fair competition in trade 
and the prevention of monopoly, for 
which it is designed, are essential to 
the general welfare. 


Complaints of violations of 
this 
law are very numerous and. where 
they have any foundation at all, us­ 
ually involve very complex states of 
fact— often an entire industry m u s i 
be studied in order to reach a con­ 
clusion. 
I 11 the nature 
of 
things, 
therefore, complaints, of this ch arac­ 
ter can not he rapidly disposed of. 
Every substantial complaint is in- 
ve.-tigated. 
In general, the pro-eed- 
ure is to refer the complaint to the 
United States attorney for the a p ­ 
propriate district, whose duty is to 
make an investigation, with the a s ­ 
sistance of a special agent, and re­ 
port the facts to the department, to­ 
gether with

¡recommendations. Where the com­ 
plaint can not be adequately or enli­ 
ven iently investigated by any regu­ 
lar United States attorney a special 
attorney is designated.
